Wit Rider Haggard revive the glamour of 
“She” and “King Solomon’s Mines” in the 
book which Longmans have in press? He 
certainly gives us hopes through the title of 
this “dream story” of his. It is called “The 
Mahatma and the Hare.” With such a sub- 
ject as that suggests, under Mr. Haggard’s 
hand, almost anything ought to be possible. 


“VIRGINIA OF THE RHODESIANS,” a new 
novel by Cynthia Stockley, author of “Pop- 
py,” will be published in August by Dana 
Estes & Co. ‘This firm also announces for 
early autumn issue “The House of Silence” 
by Evelyn Everett-Green, and “Madam Mys- 
tery: A Romance of Touraine” by May 
Crommelin. 

How rapidly changes take place on the 
surface of the earth is seen by the number 
of new maps which it has been necessary 
to make for the new edition of the Century 
Atlas, which will be issued with the revised 
Century Dictionary and Cyclopedia in Octo- 
ber. The new maps include Western Canada, 
the South Polar regions, Oklahoma, Alaska, 
Panama, and the North Pole. A novelty will 
be maps of trolley lines in the north central 
and northeastern portions of the United 
States. 

A POWERFUL novel of more than ephemeral 
interest is just issued under the title of “The 
Larger Growth” (E. P. Dutton & Co., New 
York). This book may aptly be termed a 
novel of the future, for, though it does not 
give a fanciful picture of some Utopia in the 
year 2000, it does reveal through the medium 
of the development of an ordinary family how 
general and how compelling is that urge for 
a fuller life and for social reconstruction 
which is to-day undermining so many ancient 
institutions to clear the ground for a saner 
and more real social life of to-morrow. The 
author is Mrs. Maxwell Armfield, already 
known as a writer to be reckoned with under 
her maiden name of Constance Smedley. 


On August 4 John Lane Company will pub- 
lish William J. Locke’s new novel, “The 
Glory of Clementina,” and owing to the fact 
that it contains more of the popular qualities 
than is usually associated with the writings 
of that author, the publishers believe that the 
sales will be greater than any of his former 
books. The advance orders to date are larger. 
Another important announcement they make 
is the early publication of the authorized 
translation of Karin Michaelis’ story, “The 
Dangerous Age.” a hook that is stirring Eu- 
rope, nearly a hundred thousand copies al- 
ready having been sold in Germany. A trans- 
lation into French by Marcelle Prevost has 
inst been made. It is perhaps the most re- 
inarkable laying bare of a woman’s sou! of

NEW RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
MODERN LANGUAGE ASSOCIATION. 


fue Educational Number of THE Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY sails continually between a 
Scylla and Charybdis of choice. 

On the one hand it must be wary of omit- 
ting, since the very book it omits may be one 
concerning which many users of the List seek 
for information. On the other hand, it must 
guard against anything approaching an all- 
inclusive policy, which would make the num- 
ber not only unwieldy for ready reference 
but impossible from a financial point of view. 
In other words, it must continually endeavor 
to get in all that the schools really generally 
use, and yet keep within bounds lest it be 
impossible to publish it at all. 

One of the most difficult places to draw 
the imaginary line has been that host of for- 
eign “texts” and of texts and “supplementary 
readers” in English with which the aggressive 
publishers have flooded us of recent years. 
Their name is literally legion; they are all in 
school use somewhere; a large portion of 
them are of high textual, editorial, and typo- 
graphical merit. Yet to include them all 
would have meant the swelling of the Edu- 
cational Number into a general bibliography 

f modern literature past all possibility. 

Fortunately in the past the Modern Lan- 
guage Association has furnished us a guide 
through a portion of the labyrinth by sug- 
gesting a more or less standardized and 
graded list of French and German texts. 
This list, adopted and indorsed in turn by the 
College Entrance Examination Board, has 
heretofore formed the basis of our own se- 


lection, not because it pretended to be either 
inclusive of all merit or exclusive of all de- 
merit, but that it formed an impartial se- 
lection. 

This year, however, the Modern Language 
Association has failed us. Although the Col- 
lege Entrance Examination Board, in their 
report for December, 1910, indorse last year’s 
list recommended by the Association, as cov- 
ering college entrance requirements in French 
and German this year, the Association itself 
has, in its report of March, 1911, reversed 
its previous method of giving specific lists, 
and contents itself this year with certain more 
or less general recommendations. 

In the report to the Modern Language As- 
sociation the Commitiee of Fifteen of that 
body says: 

The discussion of the report presented at Prince- 
ton last year brought out the fact that a number of 
teachers were strongly opposed to the existing list 
of text-books or to any list whatsoever, On the 
other hand, many others expressed the wish that 
the lists recommended by the committee of twelve, 
whose practical report has proved so helpful during 
the last decade, be kept and revised to meet new 
conditions and include later publications. 

In view of these two diametrically opposed opin- 
ions, this committee, not wishing to assume a 
responsibility which properly rests upon the members 
of the Association, has decided to outline three 
propositions and to request the members to decide 
by vote which, if any, they wish to accept, 

At the outset it was recognized that on account 
of the various conditions existing in different 
schools and colleges, it was impossible to select texts 
which could be considered equally difficult every- 
where, and for that reason the grading in the lists 
suggested herewith can only be considered as based 


ww 


on a general average. 

Furthermore, as the text-books available for mod- 
ern language instruction are steadily growing in 
quantity, if not always in quality, it has been 
deemed inadvisable to attempt a general classifica- 
tion which in a few years would become incomplete. 
The German system of grading all text-books is 
impracticable in this country, at least at the present 
time. 

To avoid oft-repeated criticisms, and for reasons 
too obvious to mention, the committee wishes to 
state in the most emphatic way and to have it dis- 
tinctly understood: (1) that the lists herewith given 
do not make the Jeast claim to canonical authority; 
(2) that they are offered merely to be suggestive 
and helpful in the movement toward more uniform 
standards in the field of modern language instruc- 
tion; (3) that the placing of a text on a list does 
not express or imply any indorsement whatever of 
said text, or of any edition of same, to the detri- 
ment of other texts equally meritorious. 

The three propositions above mentioned are as 
follows: 

A. That new lists of text-books are no longer 
needed. 

B. That the appended list for French and German, 
made after the plan of the Committee of Twelve, be 
approved. 

C. That instead of the above lists, the few typical 
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texts herewith menticned be considered as _ repre- 
senting approximately the grade of work to be done 
in each year of instruction. 


“Plan C,” reprinted on another page of this 
issue of the PupLisHERS’ WEEKLY, was finally 
adopted by a vote of 27—16. Inasmuch as 
the older list, also reprinted elsewhere, is 
“official” so far as college entrance require- 
ments this fall are concerned, we are con- 
tinuing to use it as the basis of our own selec- 
tion, adding, with a few exceptions, only such 
further titles as occur in “Plan C.” 

For “supplementary readers” and all “un- 
official” texts the basis of selection, with the 
best intention in the world, must be more or 
less general. We have considered that to be 
eligible to the Educational List foreign text 
must be “edited for school use” (the inclusion 
of a vocabulary, for instance, being prima fa- 
cie evidence of such editing). English texts 
must also be distinctly edited for school use, 
although this interpretation is necessarily 
somewhat elastic when, for instance, the ques- 
tion comes up of omitting an edition of a 
classic, when a similar edition of a competing 
house has justified its inclusion under the 
rules. 

In a few cases on the border line we have 
concluded that the advertising of such books 
in educational mediums, not merely in the 
Educational Number of the PuBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY but elsewhere, was evidence that 
the house publishing them really did consider 
them published for school use. Conversely, 
should inclusion in the List be sought for 
a long line of English classics—with notes, it 
is true, but palpably intended for general read- 
ing, and indeed unsuitable for school use— 
the very fact that the publisher never ad- 
vertised this line to the educational trade 
would be evidence that he really did not re- 
gard it as “educational.” 

The question of selection in certain phases 
is not an easy one. We endeavor, so far as is 
humanly possible, to make one that will be 
useful alike to the trade and the educational 
profession; and we ask that our attention be 
called to errors or serious omissions. 


THE hot weather of early July that fairly 
stopped business machinery in the cities while 
it lasted is happily past, and indeed it is fairly 
probable that the worst of the summer is now 
behind us, 

When a wholesale or retail buyer is too 
busy trying to keep cool to so much as think 
of business it isn’t really of very much use 
to try to force him into it. Now, however, 
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that our “hot wave” is over, and so fortunately 
early in the season, too, it is worth while to 
take a fresh hitch in our enthusiasm and lay 
our plans for a vigorous fall campaign. 

The time to plan for the holiday trade is 
now; the time to bay regular stock goods is 
not November, when every bookseller should 
be everlastingly busy selling them, but in July 
and August, when it may be done carefully 
and far-sightedly. The business race to-day 
generally goes to the man who's forehanded, 
who’s “on the job” a little before his neigh- 
bors wake up to the fact that it’s time to be.

THE TEXT-BOOK GAME AND ITS 
QUARRY. 


NovELS may come and go yet text-books 
go on forever. Novels are always in hand, 
but there are often wide stretches between 
our own school days and those of our chil- 
dren when the existence of the text-book 
is forgotten. Yet there is probably no phase 
of the book business so complicated and so 
important as that which deals with these 
manuals of education. School-book publish- 
ing is practically an industry of the last 
sixty years. Before that it was extremely 
difficult to obtain a publisher, since little 
capital was attracted to that line of busi- 
ness, Children often had several kinds of 
texts on one subject in the same class, and 
teachers had little information of what was 
being published. Now everything is differ- 
ent; care and perfection are watchwords; 
circulars and agents have made information 
concerning each new book a matter of daily 
knowledge. To-day, too, about eighty 
houses devote themselves to feeding the de- 
mand of young reaching minds, and with 
some exceptions are dealing exclusively with 
text-books—one firm, for example, has a list 
of nearly three thousand; while others 
make their miscellaneous publishing solely 
possible through the earnings of their edu- 
cational department. The wide attention 
which is being given to systematic instruc- 
tion, the close correlation of grades from 
kindergarten to post-graduate research, the 
growth of the public and high school, com- 
bined with the large increase in teachers has 
tended, quite naturally, with added altitudes 
to broaden the horizon and make text- 
book publication limitless and competitive. 

There is no Harriman to-day who could 
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possibly bring these various houses harmo- tive and municipal “investigations” availa- 


niously together; and though there are dom- 
inating influences continually at work, the 
very nature of the business prevents a trust 
in spite of such statements in general and 
several State indictments in particular. Some 
twenty years ago, it is true, forty firms came 
to an agreement to control the market, to 
regulate the price of books and their place- 
ment, but within a short while an equal 
number of publishers sprang up in different 
parts of the country and compelled competi- 
tion, which proved a somewhat disconcert- 
ing corrective of monopoly. It was found 
impossible to prevent authors from writing, 
presses from printing, and school boards 
drom accepting rival text-books. Indeed, 
four or five firms are all powerful by reason 
of their wealth, impetus and indefinite lists, 
but there are any number of small firms 
that have a “big seller,” which gives an 
ever-impending power for further encroach- 
ments. True, also, a few States are prac- 
tically “owned” by certain firms, but, on the 
whole, competition is possible though the 
Situation is open to notorious abuses. 


SOME ABUSES OF THE GAME. 


It is not the intention of this brief paper 
to give the impression that the text-book 
business is built upon a scarlet past or is 
living in a dark present. On no other 
basis than mere economy honesty is cheap- 
est. Scratch a publisher, however, and you 


find a human being who must adapt himself 


to conditions. It is conditions and not the 
publishers which are at fault, and erring 
from technical honesty has its obvious ex- 
cuses. Indeed the abuses which float so 
readily upon the surface of any discussion 


‘ 


ble with evidence of this corruption. Much 
of it, too, was prompted by the desire of the 
“agent” to get a large order for his firm — 
and the means employed were not inquired 
into. It is necessary to emphasize, however, 
that this is to a large extent passing: the 
awakened suspicions in the average citizen 
of-all those holding office has tended to in- 
crease the scrutiny of acts, and, further. 
publishers have likewise been resenting the 
“strikes” made upon their coffers. Abuses, 
too, of this sort are limited to public schools 
and hardly encroach upon the college field. 
College professors have more preferences 
and their positions can compel them, while 
elementary school-teachers must follow the 
flock. In college, merit almost exclusively 
rules except sometimes in the cases where 
teachers use their own books. For their 
own purposes, no doubt, their books may be 
best, but all books thus published are done 
so for the very natural virtue of having a 
certain definite yearly sale guaranteed. 
Another phase of this union of politics 
with text-books is to be noticed in the 
attitude of school men on the board toward 
their own publications. It is an obvious 
field for personal profits. Merit had little 
to do with a certain superintendent in Chi- 
cago who was anxious to have his unpub- 
lished speller adopted by the school board. 
Upon investigation it was found to be use- 
less and could not have found a publisher 
unless because of its acceptance by the board 
with a guaranteed fifty thousand sale. In 
1904, further, Senator Dowling, of New 
York, introduced a bill providing “no school 
officer or employee shall have or receive 
for his own use any funds, perquisites or

It would be futile to deny their existence. 
The graft arises from the fact that usually 
a small board or one man chooses which 
books thousands of children shall use. The 
choice cannot always be based on merit, 
as the school superintendent or member of 
the board is more often the product of po- 
litical preferment than of any particular ed- 
ucational sagacity; hence the choice must 
be made on the inducements the publisher 
can make—or on what the corrupt official 
may demand. Merit may also be a fortunate 
incident, but it unfortunately goes sometimes 
hand in hand with the open palm. 

The method of controlling a school board 
was an old one—through “the boss”; con- 
tributions to the campaign funds was the 
most usual and “seeing” certain individuals 
likewise important. ‘In return large orders 
for particular books were given. For years 
Buffalo and Rochester were practically 
closed to all but one company. If the read- 
er cared to go further into this phase 
of the situation there are all sorts of legisla- 


funds of the Board of Education.” This 
was ostensibly aimed at a certain superin- 
tendent of schools who, according to the 
Comptroller’s report, had sold 97,852 copies 
of his own books at a cost to the city of 
nearly $98,000. The same report showed 
two subordinates, connected with the board, 
who between them had sold nearly $45,000 
worth of their own books, 


THE PRESENT TREND. 


Education, more and more utilitarian, 1s 
fighting to get upon a scientific basis, and 
the register of this change rests as much in 
the text-book as in the teacher. It is not the 
place to discuss the faults of teaching—the 
superabundance of women with the result- 
ing effeminisation of the boys, the absence 
of men due to bad salaries, and the large 
number of transients who use instruction 
as a temporary means of bettering them- 
selves—yet, in a way, these conditions affect 
the text-book. Publishers must meet the 
market, and there is a growing complaint 
among the authors/of text-books because they 
must make concessions in their scheme and 
allowance in the treatment of their subjects 
for the incapacity of many ill-fitted teachers 
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—especially as found in the more elemental 
grades. el 

Education to a large extent is in the hands 
of the publisher. The old order of books 
is passing—new types of texts are coming 
into use with the gradual evolution of new 
theories of instruction and pedagogics. The 
publishers on the whole are adequately meet- 
ing this demand, for large sums alone are 
spent in finding texts which will have wide 
popular appeal. But there are many cases 
where the commercial expediency of getting 
rid of stock in hand—books which have been 
published but have been surpassed — has 
stood in the way of advancement. This is 
merely the normal function of any business; 
it is only mentioned to show how practical 
propositions may keep alive things better 
dead. On the other hand, the large residue 
of an old edition has, of necessity, been 
thrown aside to make way for the normal 
sale of a new edition. Books supplant each 
other, and with few exceptions the life of 
every text-book is short. 

The introduction of the “Froebel idea” of 
connecting ethics with action and of appeal- 
ing in the child’s studies to the dramatic 
has done much to change the more elemental 
books. But the entire field is becoming 
systematized. In_ spelling, education is 
escaping from the tyranny of mere letter- 
for-letter word getting—children are being 
reached through a sense of pleasure and are 
learning to read by spelling and to think 
in pictures rather than in letters. The 
whole scheme of reading is different. We 
are escaping from the platitudinous com- 
mon-place and trying in a milder way to 
offer the child the same books we give 
the grown-up—modified somewhat, of course, 
but dealing primarily with the highest in 
literature and the classics. Better subject- 
matter is thus offered the young mind. In 
arithmetic sharp distinctions are being made 
between the commercial and the theoretical. 
Text-books are made upon two plans: the 
oldest, by a topical arrangement in which 
a subject is thoroughly treated and not re- 
turned to at all; and the so-called “spiral” 
method, where there is a continual return- 
ing to each topic with a higher treatment. 
The present tendency is a merging of the 
two. In grammar there is a gradual break- 
ing from the old “rule and definitions,” but 
no distinct trend is observable, though in 
rhetoric, under Professor Wendall and the 
late Professor George Rice Carpenter, the 
direction is pointed and definite. 

So far as text-books themselves are con- 
cerned, histories and geographies perhaps, 
because of the nature of the subjects, are 
under more constant change than any others. 
They must both be kept up to date. Geog- 
raphies are of two kinds: physical and com- 
mercial—the latter becoming more and more 
important, for children are taught more 
about trade winds and environmental influence 
than about locations as such. The changes in 
border lines, the fruits of conquests, the 
results of new discoveries, all necessitate 
constant revision—also the continually va- 
Tying human interest, the new census and 







the resulting statistical data continue to 
make new editions frequent. Then, too, 
each State often has its own special edition, 
necessitated by school boards, with special 
emphasis upon local conditions. It can read- 
ily be seen how the mere passing of time 
compels equal revisions in the average 
school history, and it may be said here that 
not infrequently certain histories are colored 
by types of ethical and political convictions 
entertained by authors and publishers, 


THE FINANCIAL END. 


It is quite obvious that, generally speak- 
ing, text-books cost more in proportion than 
the ordinary novel: the oddness of the 
plates, the multiplicity of illustrations and 
great number of notes with the corfespond- 
ing difference in “make-up” contribute to 
this end, also the special fact that covers 
must be of extra durability. There is fre- 
quently, too, a large initial outlay, as, for 
example, a well-known geography which 
cost twenty thousand dollars before it was 
even published. The marginal profit on each 
book is scarcely ten per cent. of the cost of 
production. Unforeseen mechanical difficul- 
ties will tend to add expense—an extra plate 
or so—in the close figuring necessary may 
wipe out all the profit. A fifty-cent book 
which retails at thirty-five cents probably 
costs from about eight to twelve cents for 
binding, which brings the actual cost to near- 
ly fifteen cents: deducting the author’s royal- 
ty of six to ten per cent. the rest of the 
expense goes into the placing of the book. 
It is this last item which tends to make 
books more than necessarily expensive even 
if they are cheaper than they were. The 
whole system to-day is one of useless ex- 
travagance, though it is hard to see how it 
could be remedied. One firm has seventy 
men travelling for it at a yearly cost of 
from .twenty-five hundred dollars to five 
thousand dollars per man, with an addition- 
al cost of living expenses—legitimate and 
otherwise. All of this in proportion miust 
come out of each individual text-book be- 
fore it begins to show the semblance of a 
profit, 

Another thing which keeps up the price 
of books is the system by which boards of 
education insist the same book be used for 
several years by succeeding school children. 
If new books were ordered each year the 
cost of each individual book would in the 
nature of things be cheaper and_ school 
boards could purchase them in the aggre- 
gate for less than they now do a smaller 
number. Publishers have tried to urge this 
upon school boards, who, blinded to the 
sanitary arguments advanced as if chief ad- 
vantage, are suspicious of the apparent para- 
dox which would equally add to the pub- 
lisher’s profit. Again, the average school 
board insists a book should last three or four 
years, and if it does not, compels “returns” 
which are exchanged frequently two for one. 
One large schoolmaster demanded that four 
hundred books be exchanged even after the 
publisher found they had been in use five 
years! Besides this, the method of placing 
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a book demands that at least three thousand 
complimentary copies be sent around for 
consideration. With a novel about one-tenth 
that sum is utilized for review purposes: the 
large amount of money spent is placed in 
newspaper advertising. Text-books, save in 
educational reviews, are seldom advertised. 
The freedom with which they are sent 
around is illustrated by the demand made 
upon a miscellaneous house for novels and 
other books, from members of school boards 
who have always had what they wished for 
the asking. 

This generosity of publishers has led to 
some very ingenious inside graft. In a letter 
to The Nation some years ago Edwin Ginn, 
oi Ginn & Company, best expressed this: 


Several firms have recently been established 
whose practice it is to correspond with and visit 
teachers and school officials for the purpose of buy- 
ing from them the books which have been sent them 
for examination. So freely have these examination 
copies been distributed that thousands of teachers 
have found themselves burdened with books which 
they could not use in their work and which were 
consequently of little or no value to them. More- 
over, this liberality on the part of the publishers 
has naturally given the impression to the teaching 
fraternity that the cost of these books is trifling; and 
they have thoughtlessly sold them into the market 
without realizing the injustice they were doing to 
the publisher and author. So successful have these 
firms been in their canvass that it often happens 
that when an agent has secured a good adoption, 
the publisher does not sell a single copy of the book 
introduced! ‘The order goes to the dealer, who is 
able to sell the books at a large discount and yet 
make a larger margin of profit than the publisher 
would expect to receive. Now these books were 
given away as complimentary copies for examination 
in the first place, and so the author received no 
copyright. In the final sale they are handled by 
these dealers, who of course pay the author no royal- 
ty. Consequently the author is robbed of the reward 
of his labor and skill and the publisher is deprived 
of his legitimate sales. It will thus be seen that 
the very liberality of the publisher has become one 
of his heaviest burdens, 


Concerning author’s profits, many text- 
books are merely “edited,” for which vary- 
ing sums, from seventy-five to four hundred 
dollars, are paid. Royalties are fixed in two 
ways: the old English system which gives so 
much percentage on the published price, and 
the newer method of giving so much on the 
trade price, which is generally twenty per 
cent. less. The former has the advantage of 
being more open and obvious. Considera- 
tions are asked by the publisher when a large 
lump sale is made below the usual trade price 
discount, and this is shared in proportion by 
the author. The more elemental books pay 
between five and eight per cent., while the 
higher grades perhaps average ten per cent., 
and on some college books reaches fifteen 
per cent. Some publishers will give fifty per 
cent, of the profits. In contrast with authors 
stray publishers will provide that no royalty 
be paid on “introduction copies.” This often 
ends in a loss to the author, as sometimes 
one-third of the sales are made this way. The 
publishers’ point of view is that he should 
have some recompense to offset the enormous 
cost of introduction necessitated by condi- 
tions mentioned above and also the intense 
competition. Few authors, too, place money 
in their own books save in those of a more 
technical sort—as engineering—where the 
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sale is normally limited and the plates ex- 
pensive. For, the higher the grade of book, 
| the smaller the sale; consequently the indi- 
vidual margin of profit on a college book of 
high price must be more than that on an ele- 
mentary text-book. Generally speaking, on a 
ten per cent. basis of royalty author and pub- 
lisher divide equal sums of profit, though in 
the field of fiction authors probably average 
a little better. The net profit depends fre- 
quently on whether a house deals exclnsively 
in educational works; it has the advantage of 
a large machinery working easily in a most 
complicated business. 


PAST AND PRESENT BEST SELLERS. 


Before the Revolution there were only a 
few scattered text-books save those which 
came from the mother country. Ezekiel 
Cheever, of the Boston Latin School, wrote 
an introduction to Latin known as “Cheever’s 
Accidence.” The first edition of this was 
published in 1645 and republished as late as 
1838. “Lily’s Grammar” was also well known, 
being used up to 1766, over one hundred and 
fifty years after the author’s death. It was 
of this that Cotton Mather said: “Persist- 
ency in the use of Lily’s book will prolong 
the reign of the ferule.” The first illustrated 
school bock ever published, aside from the 
A, B, C primers, was John Amos Comenius’s 
“Visible World,” in 1658. The title-page 
reads: “Visible World: or a Nomenclature 
and Pictures of the Chief Things that are in 
the World and of Men’s Employment there- 
in; in about 150 copper cuts.” This was more 
of an illustrated dictionary than a child’s 
reader, and for over one hundred years was 
the most popular book in Europe, being trans- 
lated into fourteen languages. “Bailey’s Eng- 
lish and Latin Exercises,’ “The Colloquies 
of Corderius and Afsop” and others were 
also very popular. These colloquies com- 
peted with three Greek books: a grammar, a 
testament and Homer. The famous “New 
England Primer,” in which knowledge went 
hand in hand with theology, was as much 
used as the Bible. The earliest speller was 
in seventy-two pages by Edward Coote; “The 
English School Master,” in 1596, contained 
a little of everything and lasted over a cen- 
tury. “England’s Perfect School Master,” by 
Nathaniel Story, in 1676, was also, as Clifton 
Johnson points out, of the few which wan- 
dered to our shores. The most popular 
speller of the eighteenth century was Del- 
worth’s “A New Guide to the English 
Tongue,” published in 1740, with “Fenning’s” 
a close rival. In the early days arithmetic was 
taught without text-books from manuscripts 
which schoolmasters had made under their 
teachers. ‘“Cocker’s Arithmetic,” in 1677, was 
among the earliest, followed by “Hodder’s” 
in 1743. There were few geographies before 
1830. In colonial days it was “a diversion for 
winter evenings,” though Harvard made it an 
entrance condition in 1815. The pioneer in 
geographies was Jedediah Morse, born in 
1761, who published his first geography in 
1784. His later book, “Geography Made 
Easy,” was the most popular for many years. 
“Monitor’s Instructor,” published by Wil- 
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1804, and others by Davis, 1813, 


mington in 
Cummings, 1814, and Worcester in 1829, fol- 
lowed. “Peter Parley’s Method of Telling 


About Geography” also came in 1829, with its 
plan to inculcate good morals with instruction. 
This had immense circulation and its rhymes 


were famous. 


The world is round, and like a ball 
Seems swinging in the air; 

A sky extends around it all, 
And stars are shining there, 


Parley’s famous “Natural Geography” ap- 
peared in 1845, and this was really the first 
in the modern sense to have good maps be- 
cause of the large and flat quarto size used. 

It is a far cry from the enormously popular 
Franklin Square and Sunnyside song books 
used in the schools, and the old “Green Spell- 
ing Book” now under a glass case in the 
Congressional Library, to those on the desk 
before us. Even the books of thirty years 
or so have passed. No longer rhymes like 
es Little Jack Snook 

Was fond of his book, 

And was much beloved by his master. 
But naughty Jack Spry 
Has got a black eye 

And carries his nose in a plaster. 

Space forbids more than a surface scratch- 
ing of recent educational best sellers. Fig- 
ures are difficult to obtain, and a list would 
be merely a long catalogue. As has been 
pointed out above, the more elemental the 
book the greater the sale; consequently prim- 
ers and spellers have reached the highest fig- 
ures. Readers are sharply graded—generally 
eight different readers for the eight grades 
in school. Some houses carry an entire se- 
ries, while others only cater to the element- 
ary need. “The Howe Readers” have sold 
over five million in Indiana alone; the “Cyr 
Readers,” by Ellen M. Cyr, have made the 
publishers rich; Eulalie Osgood Grover’s 
“Sunbonnet Babies” has been for years one 
of the very largest selling primers; and the 
“Summer Readers,” by the late Maude Sum- 
mer, are achieving equal popularity. “Bald- 
win’s,” “Judson and Bender’s,” “Barnes’s,” 
and “Jones’s First Reader” have all sold into 
the millions. “Little Nature Studies,” by 
John Burroughs and edited by Miss Mary E. 
Burt, the first real nature book in the coun- 
try, has already sold over five hundred thou- 
sand copies. Frank Stockton’s “Fanciful 
Tales,” the best seller in the Scribner School 
Reader Series, has reached over one hundred 
thousand in sixteen years. In this same se- 
ries Howells, Eugene Field, Cable and Mrs. 
Custer are to be found. Mrs. Custer’s book, 
made of extracts from “Boots and Saddles” 
and “Tenting on the Plains,” took a large 
spurt, especially in Michigan, immediately 
after General’s Custer’s statue was unveiled. 
Kipling’s stories, arranged for children, have 
also made an impression, “Mowgli” especially 
appealing to teachers as a type adapted for 
instilling in the child self-government and 
simplicity. A somewhat similar aim is ob- 
tained in the “Adventures of Pinocchio.” 
This classic has sold over two million copies 
in the original Italian, and is now a big 
seller here. Written by Collodi, a pseud- 


Onym, it teaches intellectual development 
through self-activity. This greatest Italian 
fairy story tells of a little wooden boy who 
becomes real when he learns to take care of 
his father and to think of somebody besides 
himself. Its ethical trend commends it espe- 
cially to those who are endeavoring, as has 
been said, to emancipate the reader from the 
platitudinous. “Poems Every Child Should 
Know” and “Prose Every Child Should 
Know,” by Mary E. Burt, have reached about 
one hundred thousand. The one hundred 
and fifty volumes of Macmillan classics sell- 
ing at twenty-five cents a piece, have reached 
nearly five million. Some of these volumes— 
as “Ivanhoe,” “Silas Marner” and “Shake- 
speare”—sell twenty-five thousand a year. 
Reed and Kellogg’s “Graded Lessons in Eng- 
lish,” in three books, has sold over five mil- 
lions. Probably the largest speller is Reed’s 
“Word Lessons,” which has brought the au- 
thor royalty on four million copies. Hyde’s 
“Language Lessons” has also reached high 
figures, and one recalls the great success of 
Webster’s “Spellers,” and MacGuffey’s. It 
has been said the former reached over 
twenty-five million. The Wentworth Series, 
comprising some fifty volumes, is used in over 
two-thirds of the schools in the country. It 
alone has made publishers and authors rich. 
Robinson’s “Arithmetic,” Loomis’s “Geom- 
etry” and Spear’s “Arithmetic” have been 
likewise popular. 

Montgomery’s “Histories” have had a sale 
in the millions, and Eggleston’s “Short His- 
tory of United States” and McMaster’s have 
also gone over a million. “Epochs in Amer- 
ican History” has kept up its sale for many 
years. Ridpath’s first “History of United 
States,” as used in the public school, is in the 
million class. The author was paid one thou- 
sand dollars for the work which made his 
publishers rich. In this connection it may be 
interesting to record that his “History of the 
World,” with which two or three publishers 
cleared over a half million a piece, having 
sold over five hundred thousand subscription 
copies, was written by him in six years at a 
yearly salary of three thousand dollars. Fry’s 
“Geography,” Harper’s “Geography,” Tarr 
and McMurry’s “Geography” have attained 
a sale of over nearly three millions among 
them. One professor at Columbia has a roy- 
alty of eight thousand dollars a year from 
a commercial geography. 

The American Science Series has had a 
wide vogue: Remsen’s “Chemistry,” com- 
prised of four text-books, has sold about five 
hundred thousand. Steele’s “Fourteen Weeks’ 
Course” in all sciences thirty years ago was 
the great seller in this type of book. It was 
more widely read than almost any other text- 
book. Walker’s “Political Economy” has had 
in twenty-five years the largest sale of any 
book on the same subject. It was constantly 
revised until Professor Walker’s death. 
Brander Matthews’s “An Introduction to 
American Literature” has reached an enlarged 
edition after selling over two hundred thou- 
sand copies. It is to be translated for Ger- 
man schools and has been reviewed exten- 
sively abroad. 
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The foreign language text-book seldom 
achieves so great a sale as others mentioned. 
More Latin is sold than Greek, which has 
gone down in sales because of the pressure 
of utilitarian subjects. Latin is taught in 
fifty per cent. of the high schools, Greek in 
only five per cent. Less French text-books 
are sold than German, which because of its 
commercial application is being taught more 
and more. A beginner’s Latin which sells 
fifty thousand a year is very unusual, there 
being only one book which approximately 
reaches that. The average sale is about ten 
thousand a year, and though the outside mar- 
ket is about sixty thousand for certain books, 
the second-hand houses cut into the pub- 
lisher’s sale. The publication of “ponies” or 
“trots” hurt the sale of certain books. A 
new book on Latin life by two well-known 
professors was refused adoption in certain 
school boards because a “trot” to it was pub- 
lished. Grammars, of course, sell the most— 
“Allen and Greenough” and “Harkness, Col- 
lar and Daniell,” “Fraser and Squair,” and 
“Chardenal” have all been very profitable. 
Professor Calvin Thomas’s “Faust” has prob- 
ably sold more than any other German text. 

It will be sufficient from even this super- 
ficial list to show the large profits, as figured 
on even a small per cent. royalty, which these 
text-books earn, but like the novel and the 
play. there are only a very few, relatively 
speaking, which attain these commercial re- 
wards.—GEorGE MIppLETON, in The Bookman. 


ELECTRICITY TO SUCCEED USE OF 
INK IN PRINTING? 


THE printing machine of the future will 
be absolutely devoid of ink and all its requi- 
site mechanism, says the Technical World 
Magazine, The mammoth press will have its 
dimensions cut down by one fourth at least. 
Printing will be as clean a task as typewrit- 
ing. Papers will be reeled off at far greater 
speeds, and the operation will cost less, 

And how will it be done? What medium 
will supersede the ink? 

The answer of the apparently impossible 
enigma is the electric current. The same 
remarkable energy as drives the intricate nets 
of wheels will be the means of causing the 
type to record its impression indelibly upon 
the paper in any desired color, and without 
the aid of any pigment whatever. 

An English inventor is said to have found 
a means whereby when one pole of electricity 
is connected to the type, and the other to the 
metallic bed or platen upon which the paper 
is laid during the moment when it comes into 
contact with the type, an electro-chemical 
action is precipitated whereby the impression 
is received. 

Some twelve years ago the inventor in 
question was engaged in some electrical ex- 
periments in his laboratory. On the table he 
had spread out a sheet of tin upon which 
rested a piece of moist paper. An electrical 
battery stood by his side, and the bare ends 
of the wires trailed over the moist paper. A 
certain electro-metallurgical action in connec- 
tion with gold was the object of his quest. 
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He dipped his hands into his pocket to select 
an English gold coin as a makeshift for the 
experiment in hand. One fell from his hand. 
and to prevent it making a bee-line to the 
floor he sharply clapped his hand on it. 

But it happened that in so doing the coin 
was brought down upon the bare end of one 
of the wires on the paper, while the other 
wire was resting on the tin. When he picked 
up the fugitive coin he was surprised to find 
clearly reproduced upon the piece of paper 
the obverse impression of the coin in a clear 
brownish black. It was just as if the coin 
had been inked and then pressed on the paper. 

This unexpected development caused no lit- 
tle astonishment, and he carefully repeated 
the experiment with various coins, connecting 
one wire with the coin and pressing it firmly 
upon the paper, while the other wire was 
attached to the tin sheet. The result was 
always the same, no matter whether the coin 
was gold, silver, or bronze. 

The inventor fell to thinking hard. Why, 
if coins could be printed in this manner, 
should not ordinary type give its impression ? 
There appeared no adverse reason, so he set 
to work to continue the investigation of the 
phenomenon upon which he had so inadvert- 
ently stumbled. He procured some bars of 
linotype and repeated the trials. The result 
was just the same. The imprint stood out 
clearly and distinctly. There was not the 
slightest imperfection in regard to any letter 
blurring, and it did not matter whether the 
pressure was heavy or light, uniformly or un- 
evenly distributed; so long as a clear contact 
was established the imprint was obtained. 
These experiments were extremely crude, for 
there was only a slab of zinc, instead of the 
original tin, laid on the bench to serve as a 
bed, upon which the moistened paper was 
laid, while physical effort served to supply the 
pressure. In these primitive trials, with two 
simple wires from a battery, however, he dis- 
covered one or two vital factors. Density 
of the impressions varied according to the 
strength of the current, while it was essential 
that the positive pole should be connected to 
the zinc and the negative to the type. 

The first impressions with ordinary paper, 
slightly moistened so as to improve conduc- 
tivity, always produced a brownish imprint, 
so he at once set to work to devise ways and 
means of securing a jet black impression. 
This quest entailed dipping into exhaustive 
chemical experiments in relation to the action 
of the electric current, and it was some time 
before he discovered what chemical it was 
necessary to add to the paper to bring about 
the desired result. Test after test was made, 
first with inexpensive and easily available ma- 
terials, others very costly and more difficult 
to procure. 

The search was at first very elusive, for he 
could not secure permanency, or, if such were 
gained, the paper in course of time blackened 
under the combined action of the chemical 
and the electric current. For ten years he has 
wrestled with the problem, and now complete 
success is said to have attended his efforts, 
and it has been found that the most satisfac- 
tory results are secured with lead type and 
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paper immersed in a solution containing a 
small proportion of one of the cheapest chem- 
icals obtainable. 

The type of press designed for use with this 
remarkable discovery is, in comparison with 
the ordinary apparatus, quaintly novel. Ink 
rollers are conspicuous by their absence, as 
are also the pigment ducts. It merely com- 
prises large rollers, constituting the metallic 
platen sheathed with zinc well insulated, over 
which the paper travels, and to which the 
positive electric wires are connected, while 
the type, in the form of a stereo, is bent round 
another roller, which is similarly insulated, 
and a suitable connection effeeted with the 
negative wire. A few other rollers are neces- 
sary to guide and feed the paper both to and 
fromthe point of contact, and soon. But the 
most conspicuous feature is the absence of 
ink rolls, ducts, and their pertaining mech- 
anism, 

When the discovery was first announced 
it was hailed with ill-concealed skepticism. 
It was considered to be a modification of a 
photographic process, such as had been vainly 
attempted time after time, and that the im- 
pression was secured by actinic agency. When 
this was conclusively refuted by practical 
demonstration, which showed that the chemi- 
cals impregnated with paper were not influ- 
enced by actinism, but were purely oxidized 
by the passage of the electric current at every 
point where the type was brought into con- 
tact with the paper, and then only superfi- 
cially, it was declared to be but a temporary 
impression, and one that would disappear by 
chemical reaction or by the effluxion of time. 
_ To silence captious critics as to deficiency 
in durability, a large art booklet was printed 
ten years ago with the type in brown and the 
illustrations in black by this means. To- 
day the type is as clear and as free from the 
slightest sign of fading as if it had come 
red-hot from the machine. Numerous ob- 
jects were printed on various grades of paper, 
and the only signs of visible decay are those 
of the paper itself. such as would attend 
imprints under ordinary conditions at the 
same period and which are inseparable from 
wood pulp. 


RULES FOR BOOK IMPORTATION. 


Tue Treasury Department on July 19 is- 
sued the following special bulletin of regula- 
tions to customs officers summarizing conve- 
niently the customs provisions of the Copy- 
right Act of 1900: 

“Under the Copyright Act the following 
erticles are prohibited importation: 
_“First—Piratical copies of any work copy- 
righted in the United States. By the term 
piratical’ is meant the printing, reprinting, 
publishing, copying, or reproducing without 
authority of the copyright proprietor of any 
article legally copyrighted and on which the 
copyright is still in force. 

‘Second.—Articles bearing a false notice of 
copyright when there is no existing copyright 
thereon in the United States. 

‘Third—Authorized foreign reprint of 





books by an American author copyrighted in 
the United States. 

“Fourth—Authorized copies of any book 
copyrighted in the United States not pro- 
duced in accordance with the manufacturing 
provisions of Section 15 of the Copyright 
Act, except such as are exempted in the said 
Section 15 and Section 31 of the act. 

“All books on which there is an existing 
copyright in the United States are prohibited 
importation unless produced in accordance 
with the manufacturing provision of Section 
15 whether copyrighted under this act or 
previous acts. 

“Copyrighted books produced in accordance 
with the manufacturing provisions of Section 
16 of the Copyright Act when exported and 
rebound abroad may be admitted to entry on 
their return to the United States. 

“As copyrighted books are required to be 
printed and bound in the United States, evi- 
dence should be required on entry that such 
books were exported in a bound condition 
and not as loose sheets, and that the printing 
and binding were hoth performed within the 
limits of the United States. 

“Imported articles found to bear a false 
notice of copyright will be detained and for- 
feiture proceedings instituted as provided in 
Section 32. 

“If satisfactory evidence is not produced to 
the Collector that such imported books were 
produced in accordance with the manufac- 
turing provisions of Section 15, or are ex- 
empt therefrom, the books will be seized and 
forfeiture proceedings instituted as provided 
in Section 32. 

“Forfeiture proceedings instituted under 
the Copyright Act will be conducted in the 
same manner as in case of merchandise seized 
for violation of the customs laws. 

“Authorized editions of copyright books im- 
ported through the mails or otherwise in vio- 
lation of the Copyright Act may, under cus- 
toms supervision, be returned to the country 
of exportation whenever it is shown in a 
written application to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that such importa- 
tion was not due to willful negligence or 
fraud. 

“In any case in which a customs officer is 
in doubt as to whether an article is prohibited 
importation under the Copyright Act the ar- 
ticle should be detained and the facts re- 
ported to the department for instructions.” 

The Treasury also announced the following 
joint regulations made with the Post Office 
Department upon the same matter: 


“Unsealed correspondence and packages (regis- 
tered and unregistered) of all kinds which upon 
examination prove to contain articles prohibited im- 
portation by the Copyright Act shall be detained by 
customs officers, who will notify the addressee of the 
facts of the case. If an application is not made 
within a reasonable time to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for permission to return such articles to 
the country of export, the customs officers shall take 
appropriate steps to forfeit the articles as provided 
in Section 32 of the Copyright Act. 

“Sealed articles suppesed to contain matter pro- 
hibited importation by the Copyright Act must be 
appropriately marked to indicate that fact at the 
exchange office of receipt. The same conditions shall 
apply in regard to the marking, opening and disposi- 
tion of such sealed articles by the addressee or au- 
thorized agent as are required in the case of the 
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opening and treatment of sealed ‘supposed liable to 
customs duty’ pieces. If the customs officer finds an 
article contains matter prohibited importation by the 
Copyright Act he shal] notify the addressee of the 
facts through the postmaster at the office of de- 
livery. If an application is not then made within a 
reasonable time to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for permission to return the article to the country 
of export, the customs officer shall take appropriate 
steps to forfeit the matter as provided in Section 32 
of the Copyright Act. 

“Receipt should be taker for articles submitted to 
the customs officials as prohibited importation under 
the copyright law and proper record made on the 
postoffice records of the disposition of such articles 
as not returned to be disposed of through the mails. 

“Notice of actual or contemplated illegal importa- 
tions through the mails should be given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury or the Postmaster-General. 
On receipt of such notices either by the Secretary of 
the Treasury or the Postmaster-General instructions 
will be promptly issued.” 





MARK TWAIN LEFT NEARLY HALF 
A MILLION. 


Mark Twain left an estate of $471,136, 
according to the tax appraisal report filed in 
the Surrogate’s Court last week by Deputy 
State Comptroller Harburger. By the terms of 
the will which was made at his home in Red- 
ding, Conn., two years ago, the author left 
his entire estate to his sole surviving daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Clara Clemens Gabrilowitsch. The 
chief assets are stock in the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, Utah Consoli- 
dated Mining Company, United Fruit Com- 
pany, Anaconda Copper Company, and Union 
Pacific Railroad Company; also fifty shares 
of the Mark Twain Company, owning all the 
humorist’s copyrights, valued at $200,000. 

The author left books valued at $2000. He 
also had 370 shares of the common stock of 
the Tabard Inn Corporation, and 280 shares 
of the preferred, which stock the appraisers 
reported to be worthless. 

An affidavit states that the appraisal value 
of $200,000 for the shares of the Mark Twain 
Company was considered too high by Harper 
& Brothers, who have published Mr. Clemens’ 
books. In commenting on this appraisal there 
also is attached to the papers a letter from 
F. A, Duneka, of Harper & Brothers, saying: 

A copyright is a very perishable and usually a 
non-marketable thing, growing of less and less value 
very rapidly after an author’s death. Each month— 
to say nothing of each year—after an author’s death, 
there is less and less demand for his writings. 
po believe there is no exception in America to this 
rule, 

While we expect that during the next four years 
the Mark Twain estate will receive under existing 
contracts $18,000 a year upon copyright royalty ac- 
count, yet this amount, after the expiration of 
existing contracts, will immediately tend to dwindle 
and diminish. 

We put an upset valuation of $180,000 upon his 
copyrights, and even this we regard as questionable, 





THE BUYING OF MANUSCRIPTS. 


THE manuscript, says a recent writer in 
The Sun, is the only article of commerce on 
which an unlimited option to buy is given 
without recompense. For instance, if an au- 
thor has written a book and sends it to a cer- 
tain publishing firm it is understood that this 
firm shall have the exclusive right to the 
manuscript so long as it chooses to keep it 
for inspection. It is the practice of some 


publishing firms to read all manuscripts 
promptly and of others to keep them for six 
months and sometimes a year before giving a 
decision. 

The Saturday Evening Post reads all man- 
uscripts sent to it within a week, and if the 
story is accepted the check for it is sent on 
the following Tuesday. This is one secret of 
the Saturday Evening Post’s receiving the 
pick of short fiction. The writer knows that 
he will get a report on his manuscript within 
two or three days and if accepted the check 
for it within a week. 

Many authors lament the fact that there is 
no uniform method of passing on manu- 
scripts. The delays on the part of some pub- 
lishing firms are extremely costly to the 
writer. An author submitted a short story 
to a magazine to which he had several years 
previously contributed fiction. He expected 
under the circumstances a prompt reply. 

Five months later he received his manu- 
script with a letter from the firm saying that 
the story had been accepted by the readers 
and had then been sent to Europe, where the 
editor was travelling at that time. It had 
followed the editor for some weeks, and by 
the time it reached him he had spent $20,000 
in the purchase of stories for his publication 
and so was obliged to reject the manuscript. 

One critic says with feeling: “Nowadays I 
write books and articles only on order. I 
have not the patience to submit to the delays 
in payment and publication that attend the 
unsolicited manuscript.” 

On the other hand, Robert W. Chambers 
denies that he knows anything of such 
troubles. 

“Did you ever even in the beginning have 
difficulty in placing your manuscripts?” he 
was asked. 

“IT got just as many hard knocks,” replied 
Mr. Chambers, “I’m sure more hard knocks 
than most writers, but I never heard of a 
publisher keeping a manuscript five months. 

“Each firm has to have its own way of 


handling the material sent in to it. The 
methods of the publishing houses have 
changed since fifteen years ago. There’s no 


disrespect attached to a man nowadays for 
getting out and going after business. The 
haughtiness, the condescension of the old 
days, is past. 

_ “The publisher cannot afford to offend any 
author. He can’t even afford to offend the 
unknown writer, for he never knows when 
that unknown writer may develop into a lit- 
erary force. The publisher to-day who 
knows anything about his business is cour- 
teous with the writer and gives him prompt 
attention. He is obliged to, for the writers 
are his business assets. 

“Moreover, writers have changed. The 
writer used to be a miserable, dependent 
creature, incapable of looking after his own 
business interests, a half baked individual full 
of sentimental talk about the incompatibility 
of art and commonsense business dealings. 
You know the sort. You see plenty of them 
around now. 

“But the writer who’s worth anything, the 
artist who’s worth anything, does his work

the very best he can; he decides what it’s 
worth; he puts it on the market, and he takes 
not one penny less for it than he knows he 
ought to have. i 

“The writer to-day who is not a capable 
business man is ridiculous. All this mystery 
about the profession of the writer, this senti- 
niental talk about the literary worker’s being 
different from other men, disgusts me. You 
may make up your mind when a man makes 
a mystery of his profession there’s something 
wrong with his work. When you see eccen- 
tricity of any sort put it down that there’s 
weakness there. The poseur is the man who 
is not likely to be genuinely able. 

“The plumber might make a mystery out 
of his profession, mightn’t he? We'd con- 
sider it ridiculous if he did; but if he’s a good 


workman he has just as much right as any 


one else to be proud of what he’s doing. 
“T have no sympathy with all this senti- 
mentalism about writers. I do my work and 


when it is done I put it aside. I don’t drag 
it into my conversation. I forget it. I don’t 


want to talk about it. That’s why I keep 
away from the literary and artistic clubs I 


belong to. I hate the talk, the endless posing 


of so many literary people and self-styled ar- 


tists. The Poetry Society, for instance— 


funny thing that—and funny people. Awfully 


funny people. They sit around and take 


themselves seriously !” 

“You think that if the writer is a good 
business man he will have no trouble with his 
publisher ?” 

“Exactly. And the point is, the writer is a 
business man just like any other who has 
something to sell. If he wants to succeed he 
must use modern business methods. That 
means the writer must know his market and 
place his work in the best market available. 
All business men nowadays have to hustle. 
That applies quite as much to the writer.” 

Mr. Chambers, with his keen, swift glance, 
his firm, optimistic manner, is very much like 
the type of the successful financier of the 
younger generation, who wins through his 
alertness in seeing opportunity or his audacity 
in making it. He looks out at the man oppo- 
site with gleaming eyes under half closed lids, 
and the man opposite is unaware that he is 
being carefully and minutely observed. Very 
far removed indeed is his aspect from the 
species of man of letters who is an zenzemic 
hermit at the mercy of an athletic and world- 
ly publisher. 

It has been said of Margaret Cameron, 
Mrs. Lewis in private life, that she is too 
much of “the commonsense business woman 
to be the thoroughgoing artist and too much 
of the artist to be the complete business 
woman.” She did newspaper work of all 
sorts before she took up writing as a profes- 
sion. Her newspaper work was done just 
for the fun of it. For ten years she has been 
writing book and magazine fiction. Her “In- 
voluntary Chaperon,” issued by Harpers, 
proved so popular both in the United States 
and in South America, where the scene of 
the story was laid, that at the request of her 
publishers she is now preparing a book of 
similar character with Mexico as the back- 
ground. 


In speaking of publishers and their meth- 
ods in passing on manuscripts she said: 

“While I resent and deplore the unneces- 
sary delays undoubtedly occurring in many 
publishing houses in the selection and rejec- 
tion of manuscripts, I feel quite as strongly 
the lack of consideration for publishers on 
the part of many writers. 

“It has been my experience that all pub- 
lishers are eager to get good stuff; that a 
very prompt rejection, generally speaking, 
means that the story submitted is so impossi- 
ble from the point of view of that particular 
magazine or book house that it has been 
thrown out by the first reader, while a prompt 
acceptance may mean only that the story fills 
some immediate need known to all the read- 
ers rather than that the story is so superla- 
tively good in itself that they have jumped 
at it. A delay is encouraging, inasmuch as it 
generally argues that the story is passing on, 
with more or less favorable comment, from 
reader to reader and is perhaps made the 
subject of editorial discussion, even though it 
may be rejected in the end. 

“It has been my experience, generally 
speaking, that editors are hard working peo- 
ple who have a great many manuscripts to 
read and who get through with their labors 
as rapidly and as thoroughly as is humanly 
possible; that they have to consider in pass- 
ing upon a manuscript a great many points 
of which the writer is ignorant and to- which 
he is not infrequently indifferent as well, be- 
ing concerned only with his own balance 
and not at all with that of a large and intri- 
cate organization, which too often he re- 
gards merely as a means of obtaining checks 
and publicity for his work, both less compre- 
hensive than he could wish, and that in the 
main publishers in general are more consid- 
erate of writers than writers are of them. 

“T do not mean to imply that writers are 
deliberately cantankerous, though the artistic 
temperament is what it is, but that as a rule 
they do not understand the problems of the 
publisher as well as he understands theirs, 
and that therefore they misunderstand and 
misinterpret much that is really unavoidable 
in the conduct of a large business. 

“The writer’s viewpoint in the matter de- 
pends largely of course on his publisher. For 
the most part my dealings have been with 
Harpers, and I have always felt that I was 
treated with courtesy and justice. Even in 
the beginning my manuscripts were not held 
up longer than three or four weeks. And of 
course Harpers, like all the good firms, pay 
on acceptance. 

“Just the other day a friend of mine sent 
a story, on my advice, to a publisher. He 
came to me within a week or ten days after 
sending it and asked: ‘Have you heard from 
those people ?” 

“‘No,’ I said. ‘Why should I hear from 
them?’ 

“Well,” he cried, ‘I won’t endure such 
cavalier treatment. They haven’t written a 
word to me about it. They've had it nearly 
two weeks.’ 

“‘My friend,’ I replied, ‘yours is not the 
only manuscript to be read by that editor. 
Every manuscript that goes into a publishing 
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house is read by at least three of the leading 
members of the firm. Whenever I go to see 
my publisher I find on his desk a heap of 
manuscripts a foot high. These he has to get 
through between interviews with people and 
all the business routine that is part of the 
work of an office of that kind.’ 

“My young writer raged, said the treatment 
he was receiving from these publishers was 
intolerable, and showed exactly how difficult 
to handle the artistic temperament is. 

“But I did have one experience that showed 
me what an injustice poor business methods 
on the part of the publisher might be to the 
writer. I sent a story to another firm, not 
Harpers. They wrote me that it was the best 
love story they'd ever passed upon. They 
sent me one of the fattest checks I had up 
to that time received and asked me to send 
in some more stories. 

“The story didn’t appear. We had some 
correspondence about it, and I decided to 
wait before sending anything else to them. 
One afternoon after they had had the story 
two years I happened to meet a member of 
the firm at a tea. He said, ‘Come over here, 
Mrs. Lewis, I have a bone to pick with you.’ 

“*T have a whole skeleton to pick with you,’ 
I replied. 

“What is it?’ 

“*VYou pick your bone first, then I’ll bring 
out my skeleton.’ 

“Why don’t you send us any more sto- 
ries? That love story you sent in was posi- 
tively the best story of the kind I’ve ever 
read. Every man in the office pronounced it 
a splendid story.’ 

“*That’s just exactly what I want to talk 
to you about. Why haven’t you published 
that story?’ 

“*Hasn’t it been published yet? Why, I 
thought that story had been published.’ 

“*No, it hasn’t been.’ 

“T know! It’s with the 
course.’ 

“*Now, Mr. ’ I returned, ‘a year ago 
when I asked why that story hadn’t been 
brought out they told me it was being illus- 
trated by a man in Kansas. You needn’t tell 
me it takes an illustrator a whole year to do 
a story like that. I accepted the “man in 
Kansas,” but I can’t accept this.’ 

“*T'll tell you what to do, Mrs. Lewis,’ he 
said: ‘you send us in some more stories like 
that one and we'll bring them all out to- 
gether.’ 

“*No! I’m not writing stories for the pur- 
pose of keeping them in your safe. 

“*l’m developing all the time. Stories T 
put out now are different in manner and 
viewpoint from stories I wrote two years ago. 
It is unfair to me as an author to have stories 
I composed two or three years ago appearing 
now. 

“The upshot of it was that he promised 
to have the story published immediately. It 
was not as a matter of fact published until a 
year later. When it appeared Harpers asked 
me why I had not given them the story, and 
asked me to do some like it for them. I sent 
in a story of a similar character to Harpers, 
and within a month or two it was published 
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by them. The result is that practically all 
my dealings are with Harpers, because they 
give their writers such fair treatment.” , 

As Mrs. Cameron Lewis pointed out, the 
publishing house that deals in a considerate, 
just manner with its writers keeps them and 
wins their respect. The firms that delay ac- 
ceptance or rejection overlong, that delay 
payment or publication unduly, do not hold 
the writer who is sufficiently able and versa- 
tile to market his work elsewhere. 

“One of the very old firms,” she remarked, 
“has been known to keep manuscripts for 
more than a year without passing upon 
them,” which means that the writer of books 
must invest anywhere from two to three 
years of time before he can hope to begin to 
receive monetary return for his work. 

That the old method of procrastination on 
the part of publishers in the handling of man- 
uscripts is dying out is shown by the prompt- 
ness with which the newer firms of good 
standing make their decisions. 

The Frederick A. Stokes Company, for in- 
stance, has for its average throughout the 
year two weeks for the rejection or accept- 
ance of a manuscript. Many manuscripts are 
passed on within three days. In the late 
spring when the firm is getting ready for the 
publication of fall books manuscripts are re- 
tained from three to three and a half weeks. 

A member of the company pointed out that 
the expense of examining any manuscript 
sent in was from 25 cents to $25. 

“Even the worthless manuscript costs us,” 
he said, “from $3 to $4. Every manuscript 
that comes in is registered and then given to 
a reader, whose time is worth at least 50 
cents an hour. It takes the reader three or 
four hours to go through a 100,000 word 
story. 

“If he thinks it is good he sends it to the 
secretary, whose time is worth $2.50 an hour. 
He probably spends three hours on the man- 
uscript, and then sends it to the head of the 
firm, whose time is worth $10 an hour, and 
who spends an hour on it. By this time it 
has cost the house $19, and it may be re- 
jected. 

“Pyery manuscript that comes in is regis- 
tered, is kept in a safe, ‘and when it is re- 
turned is taken off the register. This means 
that some one, whose time is paid for, takes 
care of the manuscript, although it may be 
worth nothing to the firm. 

“The person who sends in an unsolicited 
manuscript requests the firm to take an op- 
tion on it. In this respect the manuscript 1s 
different from real estate or any other com- 
modity. The publishing house is forced to 
take an option on any manuscript that any- 
body whatever chooses to send in; whereas 
the man who takes an option on real estate 
takes it on the particular piece he thinks he 
wants or knows he can dispose of before he 
loses his option. 

“The firm wonld be willing to pay $50 for 
the opportunity to examine a good manu- 
script; and does, in fact, go to the expense 
of looking over worthless and unacceptable 
stuff, in order that it may not miss some- 
thing worth while. 
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“Take, for instance, ‘Dawn O’Hara,’ by 
Edna Ferber. None of us had ever heard of 
Edna Ferber when her book came in here. 
Hers was an entirely new name in literature 
in so far as we knew; but we were more 
than glad to go to the expense of examining 
a good many unacceptable manuscripts for 
the sake of discovering Edna Ferber’s ‘Dawn 
O’Hara.’ peers 

“And the publisher cannot discriminate too 
much in favor of known names, for he might 
miss the Edna Ferbers; so to protect himself 
he is obliged to examine every manuscript 
that comes in, whether or not he knows the 
author.” 

On the whole, it is the doubtful manuscript 
that occasions the writer annoyance. The 
story or article or book that passes from 
reader to reader and after several weeks is 
rejected with complimentary remarks, that 
after several such experiences finds accept- 
ance, is the one that makes the author feel 
that he has wasted postage stamps, time, en- 
ergy, patience, on its disposal. 

Many writers, not only of information 
books and articles but of short stories and 
serials, write only after discussing the gen- 
eral plan or plot of the proposed work with 
editor or publisher. Such writers say that 
for the man who is earning his living with 
his pen, who feels that his work is a business 
like any other, there.is no method more satis- 
factory. Barring the qualification that the 
editor may not be pleased with the writer’s 
completed work, when he agrees to its initial 
plan he practically accepts it. As one writer 
who each month gets a snug sum for the 
preparation of an article for one of the lead- 
ing periodicals puts it: 

“Why should I write in the air? I find 
out what my editor wants; I write up my 
material accordingly.” And he adds, by way 
of admoniticn to those less practical, “It’s 
the only way to do if you want to save time 
and effort.” 





LONDON’S NEW “BOOKSELLERSY’ 
ROW.” 


I HAVE found during one or two casual vis- 
its to our new “Booksellers’ Row,” by which 
I mean Charing Cross Road, that our Ameri- 
can friends are finding it out, says a writer in 
the current (English) Book Monthiy. They 
knew Holywell Street by fame and name, if 
not always in a personal way, as a deposi- 
tory of second-hand books which might some- 
times be picked up at bargain prices. They 
heard that its successor was to be the greater 
thoroughfare of Charing Cross Road, and 
now, in their wanderings about London, they 
are stumbling upon the excellent bookstalls 
there. They are particularly keen on books 
dealing with London, and the shrewd Charing 
Cross Road bookseller contrives to keep a 
special shelf full of those for the benefit of 
American callers. They also like books which 
refer to particular historical or literary re- 
gions of England, say to the Dukeries in Eng- 
land, or to the Burns country in Scotland. 
This invasion of the casual American book- 
buyer is a good thing for Charing Cross 


Road, but it is nothing to the constant buying 
which goes on of English second-hand books 
through London agents for Americans at 
home. Perhaps Pierpont Morgan is the 
man to whom special English “finds” of books 
are first shown, and he lives in London, 
though many of his treasures are in America. 
If there is anything unique, it goes to 
Pierpont Morgan, and other competitors 
know that if he wants it he will pay any 
price for it, I have never seen him in Char- 
ing Cross Road buying books, perhaps be- 
cause the ones you find there are too insig- 
nificant for his big checks. Nor does one 
nowadays see well-known people. either Eng- 
lish or American, looking around the second- 
hand London bookstalls as once was the case. 
John Burns is sometimes in evidence so 
engaged, and a friend of mine who collects 
London books recently came across his tracks. 
It was a question of a small parcel of books 
on London topography and my friend was 
doubtful about them, whereupon the book- 
seller said, “Well, then you are going to leave 
them for John Burns.” Augustine Birrell 
buys second-hand books, many second-hand 
catalogues reach Lord Morley at his residence 
in Wimbledon, and Arthur Balfour and 
Lord Haldane are both purchasers from the 
lists which second-hand publishers send them. 
They do not, however visit the glimpses of 
the moon in Charing Cross Road, but if they 
did, that land of book romance would have 
even greater attractions than it has for the 
American visitor in London. 





“LITERARY HONORS” AT THE CORO- 
NATION. 


It is with rather mixed feelings, says a 
writer in the English Bookseller, that 1 ap- 
proach the subject of the literary awards in- 
cluded in the list of coronation honors. . 

As regards the selections actually made in 
what may be called the literary department, 
there is room for nothing but the warmest 
congratulation and approval. In Sidney Lee, 
the foremost biographer of Shakespeare and 
the accomplished editor of the “Dictionary 
of National Biography,” and in Professor 
Walter Raleigh. who so worthily fills the 
chair of English Literature at Oxford, the 
coronation accolade honors two of our best 
and most gifted representatives of literary 
culture and scholarship. Sir John Rhys, who 
becomes a Privy Councillor, is an author and 
editor of deserved distinction, and the Order 
of Merit has a well qualified recruit in Sir 
George Trevelyan, less famous as a states- 
man than as the biographer of his illustrious 
uncle, Lord Macaulay. But, unless we in- 
clude the knighthood of that able writer on 
art matters, Claude Phillips, the list of lit- 
erary distinctions ‘hath this extent, no more;’ 
and whether it is measured by the generous 
allowance of rewards which have been al- 


lotted to other individual professions and in- ° 


terests, or by the remarkable length of the 
coronation honors list as a whole, it would 
seem that the recognition of literature has 
once more been something less than adequate. 

“What is most noticeable and surprising is, 
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surely, the curious fact that, among the few 
men of letters who have been selected for 
distinction, not a single creative or imagina- 
tive writer is included. A foreigner, scan- 
ning the list, might well be excused for con- 
cluding that at the present time we possess 
no literary artist whose work and talent are 
sufficiently distinguished to merit any mark 
ot public recognition. It is possible, of course, 
that there may have been cases in which 
honors were offered to and declined by emi- 
nent novelists or others; but I cannot help 
thinking that, had this been so, the fact of 
their renunciation would somehow or other 
have ‘leapt to light.’ There would certainly 
have been no reason for concealment, since 
it is, after all, in the offer of the distinction 
that the real honor consists.” 

English booksellers, by the way, look 
askance at rumors of a new political crisis 
this fall with a resultant demoralization of 
the local booktrade.

‘COSGRAVE QUITS “EVERYBODY'S.” 


Joun O’HarA CoscGRAVE has resigned as 
editor of Everybody’s Magazine after serving 
that publication fcr ten years as its executive 
head. The periodical air is filled with rumors 
of a heated argument between him and Er- 


man J. Ridgway, one of the stockholders 
of the Butterick Company, under whose finan. 
cial management the niagazine attained wide 
circulation. They are of energetic and ag- 
gressive temperament and often have had 
spirited tilts concerning matters of policy. 

Mr. Cosgrave is reported to have said that 
he and Mr. Ridgway had no disagreement. He 
still retains a substantial block of stock in 
the Butterick Publishing Company, for in the 
early days of the magazine he obtained shares 
which since have increased in value. Mr. 
Cosgrave is an Australian by birth and has 
had a varied literary career. 

There has been a general shifting of the 
Butterick forces. Trumbull White, who was 
editor of Adventure, has been sent to the 
staff of Everybody's, Although the successor 
of Mr. Cosgrave has not been selected yet, 
Mr. Hoffman now is editor of Adventure and 
George Barr Baker editor of the Delineator. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


CHARLES ORMSBEE FRENCH died at his resi- 
dence in Riverside, Cal., on July 15, at the age 
of seventy-three. Mr, French was for many 
years cashier for Longmans, Green & Co., and 
prior to that was with D. Appleton & Co. and 
R. Worthington. He was a graduate of the 
University of Vermont, a veteran of the Civil 
War, a member of the Sigma Phi college fra- 
ternity, and of the St. Nicholas Club of New 
York. 

F. E. Wuiresipe, a traveler for A. L. Burt 
Company, and well known in the trade, died 
in Philadelphia the middle of last week as the 
result of an operation for cancer. Mr. White- 
side had been traveling salesman for pub- 
lishing houses covering a period of a good 
many years. Earlier in his career he repre- 
sented Wm. L. Allison Company; he later 
sold for James Pott & Co., and for the past 
twelve years or so had represented the A. L. 
Burt Company in the West and North Central 
part of the country. He leaves a daughter, 
married. His many traveling companions and 
customers in the trade will deeply regret to 
hear of his death. 

Cuartes D. Cazenove, head of C. D. Caze- 
nove & Son, London, died at Streatham, Lon- 
don, July 5. Mr. Cazenove’s association with 
the book trade covered the past sixty years. 
After some years’ provincial experience, 
gained at a time when bookselling was more 
lucrative and probably more professional 
than at present, he was with the late Mr. 
Triibner, He then came to New York, where 
he was associated with Thomas Nelson & 
Sons, and for ten years during the sixties 
represented them all over the United States. 
In 1868 he returned to England and estab 
lished the exporting business which has been 
carried on continuously ever since. Mr. 
Cazenove was personally known to the many 
visiting American book trade buyers in Lon- 
don for more than a generation. His cordial 
greeting, kindly interest, and unfailing friend- 
ship endeared him to all. In future the 
business will be conducted by his son, Charles 
F., assisted by Mr. Weadriff, who was with 
Mr. Cazenove for many years. 
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PERIODICAL NOTES. 


Tue Sunday evening newspaper idea is 
being tried out in New York City by the 
Evening Telegram, the afternoon edition of 
the New York Herald. The Telegram will 
be the first daily newspaper to enter the 
Sunday evening field in New York, and out- 
side of the Munsey newspapers in Philadel- 
phia, Washington, and Baltimore, will be 
the only one in the country. The Telegram 
for years has given New York a Sunday eve- 
ning paper under the guise of “extras” when- 
ever news warranted it. 


Arter a short life, The National Post will 
be merged with the coming issue with Suc- 
cess Magazine. Both have been published by 
the National Post Company, the former semi- 
monthly and the latter monthly since last 
January. The new combination will be a 
monthly. Frank E, Morrison, who up to last 
January was advertising manager of Success, 
has assumed charge of the combination’s ad- 
vertising department, succeeding David G. 
Evans, who retired several weeks ago.

Henry RAnp Hatrtietp, author of “Mod- 
ern Accounting,” published by D. Appleton & 
Company, is teaching at the Columbia Sum- 
mer School. 


Mary JouNnston’s publishers, Houghton 
Mifflin Company, are issuing an attractively 
illustrated booklet giving a sketch of the au- 
thor’s life, together with some account of the 
writing of her books. 


ALFRED TENNYSON DickENs, eldest son of 
the novelist, who makes his home in Aus- 
tralia, will visit this country in the near fu- 
ture. It is probable that he will deliver a 
series of lectures while here. 


MARGARITA SPALDING Gerry, author of “The 
Toy Shop,” a work of fiction about Lincoln, 
is now engaged on another book which will 
be published in the fall. She goes this month 
to Haven, Me., where she will conclude her 
work on this book. 


WirtrAM Dean HowELLs, instead of taking 
his customary European trip this summer, has 
gone to Kittery Point, Maine, for the season. 
Since his vacation last year Mr. Howells has 
written three books, “My Mark Twain,” 
“Imaginary Interviews,” and “Parting 
Friends.” 


Dr. S. Were MitcHELL has been spending 
a good part of each summer on Mount Desert 
for twenty-nine years—his familiarity with 
this beautiful island dating back to a trip 
made with Phillips Brooks. It is on Mount 
Desert that most of Dr. Mitchell’s poetry and 
fiction ‘is written. 


Miss Lirtan Wuittnc has completed for 
autumn publication by Little, Brown & Com- 
pany, the most important work she has thus 
far written, “The Brownings: Their Life and 
Art,” which will contain among other fea- 
tures some hitherto unpublished letters writ- 
ten by Browning. 
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_ SvEN Hepin, the Swedish explorer, has 
just been made a member of the Swedish 
Academy of Sciences. In 1893 he left his na- 
tive city, Stockholm, and after a difficult and 
successful passage through Pamir, reached 
Peking in 1897. The account of this remark- 
ye: journey is given in his book, “Through 
sia.” 


_ Mrs. ATHERTON is now living in her native 
city, San Francisco, where she is at work 
upon a novel which, she declares, will be her 
last one on an “international” theme. When 
this novel is finished she expects to confine 
herself to American subjects and problems in 
her fiction, and looks forward to several years 
of uninterrupted literary work in this coun- 
try. 

Ciinton Scotiarp has accepted the profes- 
sorship of English literature at Hamilton 
College and will begin his duties this fall. 
He was graduated at Hamilton in the class 
of 1881. Afterward he studied at Harvard 
and at Cambridge University. He was pro- 
fessor of English literature in Hamilton Col- 
lege from 1888 to 1896, resigning to devote 
himself to study and to poetry. 


NatHAN Haskett Dore, the Boston lin- 
guist and man of letters, is the author of 
many books of prose and verses. He has a 
remarkable command of languages. Besides 
translating the novels of Count Tolstoi from 
the Russian, he has translated various nov- 
els and plays from the Spanish, Italian, 
French, German, Swedish and Danish. He 
has edited nearly a hundred volumes of se- 
lections. 


In spite of his Frenchy name, Jacques Fu- 
trelle, the author of “The High Hand,” is a 
native-born American and his ancestors have 
been Americans for some centuries. He has 
been a newspaper man—successively on the 
Atlanta Journal, the Boston Post, the Hearst 
papers in New York, the New York Herald, 
the Richmond Leader and the Boston Ameri- 
can—and general manager of the George 
Fawcett stock companies in Baltimore. Now 
he lives at Scituate, Mass., where he runs a 
farm and a motor boat. 


Miss L. M. Montcomery, whose “Anne of 
Green Gables,” “Anne of Avonlea,” “Kilmeny 
of the Orchard,” and latest work, “The Story 
Girl,” just published, have won her fame and 
laurels both at home and abroad, was married 
on July 5 to the Rev. Ewen Macdonald, B.A., 
at Park Corner, Prince Edward Island, which 
is the scene of “the lake of the shining wa- 
ters,’ made famous in “Anne of Green 
Gables.” Mr. and Mrs. Macdonald sailed on 
July 8 for Alloa, Scotland, and will be at 
home after October 1 at Leaskdale, Ontario. 


JosepH C. Lincotn is back again on Cape 
Cod at Hardwichport, which is within a few 
miles of Brewster, where he was born. Mr. 
Lincoln is an enthusiastic deep-sea fisherman, 
and spends much of his time upon the water. 
Brewster, Hardwichport and Chatham (names 
to be found on the railroad time-table) are 
the models of the Cape Cod villages which 
he has made famous in his books under names 
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of Trumit and Oreham. When freed from 
the demands of the cod and haddock lines, 
as well as the lobster pots, Mr. Lincoln may 
be found touring about the country, as he 
is an enthusiastic automobilist. 

GeorcE Gipzs is at his home in Rosemont, 
outside of Philadelphia. He went out to 
Colorado, and while out there became very 
tuuch interested in the social side of mining 
and the way in which the interests there are 
controlled in New York. The background of 
his new story, “The Forbidden Way,” was 
acquired by that summer visit in the Rocky 
Mountains. Like “The Bolted Door,” the set- 
ting of this new story will be the social life 
of New York and Long Island, but the un- 
derlying theme will be the tremendous strug- 
gle on the part of Eastern capitalists to con- 
trol a mine in the Far West. D. Appleton 
& Co. announce this book for early autumn 
publication. 


NOTES ON BOOKS PROMISED FOR 
FALL. 


Rosert HicHens’s new long novel, “The 
Fruitful Vine,” will be published by Stokes 
in September, while Mr. Hichens is in New 
York for the first stage production of “The 
Garden of Allah.” “Vhe Fruitful Vine” is a 
novel of modern Rome. 


A. C. McCiurc & Company make the im- 
portant announcement that they will issue 
early in the fall a volume of Recollections 
by Senator Shelby M. Cullom. It will be 
practically the Senator’s life story and covers 
a period of seventy-five years, beginning with 
his boyhood in Kentucky and Illinois, his ex- 
perience as a young lawyer, his first entrance 
into politics, and covering his political life of 
over half a century. The volume will be 
illustrated. 

HovuGHToN MIFFLIN CoMPANY announce as 
in preparation for publication, it is hoped in 
1912, the “Letters and Journals of Charles 
Eliot Norton,” a biographical record edited 
by his daughter, Miss Sara Norton, and M. 
A. DeWolfe Howe. This book, which will 
run to two volumes, may confidently be ex- 
pected to be one of the most important bio- 
graphical publications of several years. Mr. 
Norton’s long and rich life and his close 
friendships with the foremost men of letters 
of the nineteenth century in both England and 
America promise that the book will be one of 
rare interest. 


A SECOND posthumous volume of O. Henry’s 
stories is announced by Doubleday, Page & 
Co. for publication in the fall. The title will 
be “Sixes and Sevens.” Although the volume 
“Whirligigs” is the last of which the late 
short story master had the personal selection, 
it is interesting to know that the title “Sixes 
and Sevens” was chosen by Mr. Porter. This 
forthcoming collection will comprise the final 
volume of his stories, but will be followed 
somewhat later by the publication, also by 
Doubleday, Page & Co., of a volume of O. 
Henry material, including letters, documents, 
essays and other papers, as well as a sketch 
of his life. 
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Funk & WAGNALLS CoMPANY will publish 
in the fall “The Immigration Problem,” by 
Jeremiah W. Jenks, Ph.D., LL.D., Professor 
of Economics and Politics in Cornell Univer- 
sity, and W. Jett Lauck, chief examiner of 
the United States Tariff Board. Mr. Jenks 
was a member and Mr. Lauck sugerintendent 
of field agents of the United States Immigra- 
tion Commission, which recently gave the 
question of immigration a searching investi- 
gation. In this book the authors put into 
shape for the public, without prejudice, the 
gist of the four years’ critical work of the 
commission collected in the forty-three vyol- 
umes to be published by Congress. 


A LEADER, yet one of the youngest men in 
the city planning movement, is John Nolen, 
of Cambridge, Mass. In the fall B. W. 
Huebsch will publish his book, “Replanning 
Small Cities,” an exhaustive and illuminat- 
ing study of six typical American towns: 
Roanoke, Va.; San Diego, Cal.; Montclair, 
N. J.; Glen Ridge, N. J.; Reading, Pa., and 
Madison, Wis. It will readily be seen that 
each represents a different set of problems 
because of climate, industries, geographical 
features, etc. There will be plans and illus- 
trations, together with full descriptions of 
the difficulties encountered by the average 
town in correcting past mistakes and prepar- 
ing for future development. The work will 
be an invaluable aid to agitators for civic 
improvement. Mr. Nolen was a conspicuous 
figure at the recent Philadelphia City Plan- 
ning Conference. He sails for another pe- 
riod of study of European towns this month. 


SomE of the reviewers of “The Grain of 
Dust” have spoken of it as “Mr. Phillips’s 
last novel,” and one or two have intimated 
that he had not finished revising it at the time 
of his death. As a matter of fact, however, 
the novel was entirely completed more than 
a year before its publication. Nor is “The 
Grain of Dust” by any means the last novel 
which we are to have from the pen of Mr. 
Phillips. The Appletons have a novel by him 
in preparation for issue next fall, and there 
are said to be three other stories to appear 
within a year or two. All of these forth- 
coming books had been finished a consider- 
able time before Mr. Phillips’s death. The 
last thing upon which he was at work was 2 
uovelette, of which he wrote the last words 
a few hours before he was shot. It is per- 
haps a unique instance of a literary man 
dying without leaving any unfinished work. 


WE have been told so often that it is only 
three generations from shirt sleeves to shirt 
sleeves in this country that we have come to 
believe in its truth, but it has remained for a 
foreigner to discover that the third genera- 
tion is a myth. “In America historical fam- 
ilies do not perpetuate themselves. To-day 
in public life in America there is not a single 
man who bears the name of any man who 
played a part in the Revolution or whose 
name was appended to the Declaration of 
Independence, or who sat in the convention 
that framed the Constitution. There are in 
public life a few, a very few, men who can 
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trace their descent collaterally to colonial 
times, but the possessors of historic names 
have gone. Neither in statecraft nor diplo- 
macy is there a Washington, an Adams, a 
lefferson, a Madison, a Monroe ora Jackson; 
there is no Franklin or Otis or Hamilton or 
Sherman; no Marion or Greene or Putnam 
or Lee. The men whose genius welded the 
scattered colonies into an empire and set the 
infant nation on its way to greatness either 
died childless or left small families.” This 
is the statement made by A. Maurice Low in 
the second volume of “The American Peo- 
ple, a Study in National Psychology,” which 
will eeme from the press of Houghton Mif- 
fin Company in the autumn. Mr. Low also 
fnds that the same phenomenon in states- 
manship has its counterpart in finance and 
commerce. The great bankers and merchants 
and manufacturers of the early days left no 
descendants. “In commerce as in public ser- 
vice the men who to-day dominate are not 
the men who bear historic names, not the 
men who can trace their descent back in an 
unbroken line to the first bankers or the 
first ironmasters or weavers, but men who 
have no kinship with these founders of an 
industry; ‘new’ men in every sense of the 
word.” ° This is the first time, we believe, 
that attention has been called to the sterility 
of the famous men in American history, and 
it is interesting, as Mr. Low says, to ascer- 
tain the cause.

L. Barclay, her first work to be published in 
this country, has now reached its eighteenth 
thousand. In this shorter work several of the 
characters that figure in “The Rosary” appear. 


Tue two latest additions to the “First 
Folio” Shakspere are the two parts of “Hen- 
ry IV.,” which are just out. This edition, 
edited by Charlotte Porter, is receiving wide 
praise from Shakspere students. 

THE publishers of “Marie-Claire’ (George 
H. Doran Company) are finding that the de- 
mand for this book is as steady as when it 
was first put on the market. The fact that it 
is a distinctly new departure in literary ex- 
pression may account for this. 


Tue English firm of Seeley & Co., Limited, 


which was founded in 1795 in London, and 
about fifty years earlier in Buckingham, will 
be known in future as Seeley, Service & Co., 
Limited. F. Stanley Service, whose name is 
now added, joined Richmond Seeley in part- 
nership in 1903, so no change of management 
will be made. 

THE commission on second-class mail 
matter which was to have met on July 18 


announced last week that the date of meeting 
lad been postponed to August 1. The com- 
mission will meet at 10:30 a.m. on that date 
in the court room of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, Post Office Building, New York 
City.

These books, and one called “Babyland,” are 
full of colored pictures of the thrilling situa- 
tions which would appeal to little ones. 
“Handbook to Norway” is a more serious 
contribution of practical advantage to the 
traveller. 


Miss Amy E. BrancHarp, whose charming 
stories have so endeared her to all girlish 
readers, is adding another and final volume 
to the delightful Corner Series. It is en- 
titled “The Four Corners at College,” and is 
said to be one of the most fascinating stories 
that has ever come from her pen. Miss 
Blanchard has a niece at Wellesley College 
and through her has gained a first-hand 
knowledge of college girls and college ways. 


To the remarkably efficient Guide Series 
brought out by Baker & Taylor is added the 
“Great Cities of Western Europe.” Of course 
Esther Singleton is the one who steers the 
young reader around so cleverly, and she has 
chosen the right photographs to lure to the 
proper historical spots in each city. Malory’s 
“King Arthur and His Knights,” edited by 
Henry Burrowes Lathrop and illustrated by 
Reginald Birch, is the special choice for a 
boy; and a book on “Playground Technique 
and Plavcraft” are also listed. 


“THe Broap HicHway” was not Jef- 
fery Farnol’s first novel. He wrote and had 
published in America a story entitled “My 
Lady Caprice.” He also wrote a stury called 
“Money-Moon,” which some American pub- 
lisher accepted and has not yet published. 
No doubt it will come out now on the heels 
of the fame of “The Broad Highway.” This 
romance Mr. Farnol offered to various pub- 
lishers when he was in New York, but none 
of them would have it. He has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that it has achieved almost 
as much success in America as in England. 


A NEw series of “English Readings for 
Schools,” «under the general editorship of 
Prof. Wilbur L. Cross, has been undertaken 
by Henry Holt & Co., and seven volumes of 
the series, well printed and neatly bound in 
brown covers, are now at hand. This first 
instalment includes a selection from Brown- 
ing’s poems, edited by Prof, Charles W. Ho- 
dell; Scott’s “Lady of the Lake,” edited by 
Alfred M. Hitchcock; Stevenson’s “Treasure 
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Island,” edited by Stuart P. Sherman; a vol- 
ume devoted to Wordsworth, Coleridge, Shel- 
ley, and Keats, edited by Prof. James Weber 
Linn, and three others. 

RELATIVE to our recent notice of M. Iwin- 
ski’s monograph on statistics of publications, 
our attention is called to the fact that Ernest 
R6thlisberger, well known to the international 
book trade as the secretary of the Bureaus 
Internationaux de la Propriété Intellectuelle 
at Berne, published as long ago as 1893 a 
pamphlet of some sixty pages on La Statis- 
tique des Oeuvres Littéraires (“Statistics of 
Literary Works”). This pamphlet was not so 
much a summarized compilation of actual 
book statistics as a thoughtful discussion of 
the sources, theory and purpose of such sta- 
tistics. 

Tue English Publishers’ Circular for July 
8 has as its leading article a most complimen- 
tary notice of “Queed,” under the heading “A 
Fine American Novel.” “Although for Eng- 
lish readers,” it says, “the description of what 
we should call county council politics has not 
the burning interest it has for Americans, 
still the book gives one an excellent idea of 
life in the great republic. Throughout the 
book. you feel the spirit of it is ‘advance the 
common interest, the common good.’ It is 
not often that an author is able in a novel to 
paint the evolution of a people, and of a sci- 
entific soul into a human one, and all through 
weave a fine and delicate golden thread of 
love.” 

THE printer has imitated typewritten type 
with considerable success, and now we learn 
from an article and specimens in the Scientific 
American Supplement that by means of pecu- 
liar typewriting contrivances typewriting can 
be done to imitate printing with equal suc- 
cess. The effect of light and shaded lines is 
obtained, and a further improvement enables 
a closer imitation of printed characters by 
the use of a special narrow spacing between 
words. The words are separated by a half- 
space, or any multiple thereof, instead of the 
usual full typewriter space. Also the con- 
densed “m” and “w” are broadened by strik- 
ing an “n” a half-space after another “n” in 
the first instance, and a “v” a half-space after 
another in the second instance. 

Tue British copyright bill progresses to- 
ward a vote. At the sitting of the standing 
committee on June 27, 1911, after the rejec- 
tion after a stormy debate of Mr. Joynson- 
Hicks’ amendment providing for a retaliatory 
manufacturing clause against the United 
States, notice of which was given ina recent 
PusBLIsHERS’ WEEKLY, the committee adopted 
Mr. Buxton’s amendment of clause 19, by 
which joint authors are placed on exactly the 
same footing as individual authors as regards 
copyright. Also Mr. Carr Gomme’s proposal 
that where a married woman and her hus- 
band are joint authors of a work her interest 
iti it shall be the same as if she were a femme 
sole. The omission of clause 21 was agreed 
to (relating to articles in a collective work). 

Wuat peoples are the greatest modern 
travellers? Fisher Unwin has been say- 
ing a word to the Bookseller on this point in 


an interview about “Baedeker.” Going by the 
sale of “Baedeker,” “It would seem,” he says 
“that in Central Europe, German travelers 
predominate; in France, Italy, Spain, and 
Egypt, Germans are about the same as the 
English and Americans; in Great Britain and 
the States, English and Americans are, of 
course, much more numerous, while the 
French travel comparatively little outside 
France, except perhaps in Switzerland and 
Italy.” Taking the same “Baedeker” test. 
Mr. Unwin is able to say that the number 
of travellers and tourists is increasing all 
over the world, led, no doubt, by the Eng- 
lish and the Americans. Surely we must be 
the two most traveling nations of the world, 
with, perhaps, Germany a good third. 

MAny curious features of medizval English 
life, chiefly among the common people, are 
set forth in “The Customs of Old England,” 
by F. J. Snell. The writer’s idea is to give 
in a connected way, and in detail, the manner 
of English life during the Middle Ages. He 
pictures the religious exuberance which found 
vent in the Miracle Play and the Festival of 
the Boy Bishop; the humble beginnings of 
the universities, when clerks of Oxenford 
were not ashamed to beg, and it was a great 
thing to own a book; the departed glories of 
sergeants-at-law, of whom judges were made, 
and eminent “apprentices” of whom sergeants 
were made; the fire ordeal and the water 
ordeal, the murderous trial by combat, and 
sanctuary and outlawry; the stubborn pride 
of the chartered towns, and, in contrast there- 
with, the great open fields with the bondmen 
that tilled them. The book has just been 
published in this country by Charles Scrib- 
ner‘s Sons.
